not found the feeling of indignation 
against them among large numbers of 
our citizens wilt tend to grow so ex­ 
treme as to produce a revolt against 
the whole use of the process of in­ 
junction. 
Not only should there be action on 
certain laws affecting wage earners; 
there should also be such action on 
laws better to secure control over the 
great business concerns engaged iii in­ 
terstate commerce, and especially over 
the great common carriers. 
The In­ 
terstate Oomemcre Commission should 
be empowered to pass upon any rate or 
practice en its own initiative.
